The net in which he is caught 
Is made of golden meshes and rather than credit anything else he is ready j 
to believe the most impossible stories and back up his faith by sending good ' 
money after bad until he is ultimately strangled. 

A remarkable illustration of the operation of this psychological trait 1 
was recently unfolded in the expose of the "Drake estate” frauds in the : 
Chicago courts when it was revealed that 70,000 residents of mid-western 
States had contributed a total of Sl'350,000 to a group who represented 
they held claims to the Sir Francis Drake estate, consisting of incredible ; 
wealth in Great Britain plus title to debts owing the estate in 66 countries 
of the world with compound interest which had been piling up for 300 
years. It was represented that those who would contribute funds to enable ; 
the group to settle up the estate would reap a thousandfold on their invest¬ 
ment. 

Even after the ringleader was sentenced to a ten-year term in jail 
money continued to roll in to his agents who collected on a commission 
basis to further their alleged efforts to “collect the estate", evidence in the 
trial of 41 of these collectors revealed. 

Wild stories were told at campaign meetings and, judging from the re¬ 
sultant flow of money,Relieved. Prospects were told that all the slA’S- and 1 
gold in the world really belonged to the estate, which was why the United 
States began calling in both and why England departed from the gold 
standard, that when Roosevelt was reported on a fishing trip he was actu- 
ally in England settling the estate and that the ring leader was not in jail j 
but was waiting to release a secret understanding with the Bank of Eng¬ 
land, which would Start the golden flood pouring across the prairies.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 

J^ELIEK CAMPS are to be closed by July 1, and unem¬ 
ployed men will be given work on railroad construction 
at a wage in advance of that paid in the camps. Whatever 
criticism may be levelled at the camps, an honest effort was 
made to solve the problem of caring for single men. Very 
much discontent was caused by agitators and the term of 
“slave camps.” But it is hoped the new plan will prevent 
the dissatisfaction prevalent in the camps. No matter what 
type of work or plan is adopted for unemployed, the profes¬ 
sional agitator will always be.a vicious type fostering discon¬ 
tent. , 

^JOST INTERESTING from a news standpoint was the 
budget of the Social Credit government. Sensible peo¬ 
ple will agree that Alberta must pay its way to maintain its 
credit throughout the Dominion and with other countries, 
but their are many who so implicitly believed that no in¬ 
creased taxation would be brought into effect, and that legis¬ 
lation enabling mouthly dividends to be paid wonld be in¬ 
troduced, that keen disappointment is prevalent. 

'P'HE PROMISES made in the heat of an election cam¬ 
paign act much like chickens coming home to roost. 
They cannot be dismissed with a wave of the hand, and 
Major Douglas adds to the difficulties of the premier by dis* 
associatiating himself from any contract to introduce a 
social credit plan in Alberta. 

JNCREASED Taxation on commodities bears most heavily 
on the working man, especially if he has a family to 
clothe and feed. Already there is a Federal sales tax on 
the goods he purchases, to which the provincial government 
proposes to add 2 per cent, making a total of 8 per cent—a 
heavy tax on the family expenditure. Had there not been 
such glowing promises of no additional money being needed, 
and non-negotiable certificates being issued to the value of 
$25 monthly to every adult, disappointment would not have 
been so marked. 

J-JON, W. R. HOWSON receives his reward as a Liberal 
leader and is appointed a judge. His public service en. 
titles him to preferment, besides which he is qualified for 
high position "on the judiciary. Thfcse who heard him in 
platform utterances admired his level style of dealing with 
political issues, free from abuse and ridicule. It is unfortun* 
ate that the opposition in the provincial legislature loses 
such a good leader, ^specially^at a time when good leader¬ 
ship is so necessary. Just how much truth there is in the 
report that George G- Coote will be selected as a provincial 
Liberal leader remains to be seen. Prominent Liberals 
hesitate to comment, pending something more definite than 
newspaper reports. 

gPRING-LIKE Weather brings joy to many, but ardent 
hockey fans who wanted to see the Canadians in action 
here against the northern champions, are not so appreciative. 
Looking up weather records, as recently as March 9, 1933, 
temperature here registered 22 below zero. As this is writ¬ 
ten the thermometer shows 46 above zero, which plays 
havoc with ice, but you can never tell what may happen in 
24 hours at this season of the year.
